Cost of Living Commissioner—‘‘Unjustifiable Over-Accumulation 
of Eggs Held at Unjustifiable Prices,’’ is Charged. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

OTTAWA, Jan. 380.——‘Unjustifiable 
over-accumulation of eggs held at un- 
justifiable prices.” Is charged by W FP. 
O'Connor, K.C., cost of living commis- 
sioner of the ministry of labor. in a 
special report he has prepared on the 
food stocks held by packing and cold, 
storage companies in Canada, As ex- 
amples of “egg scarcity,” he mentinis 
that in Quebec, Ontario and Manitoba 
the stocks are excessive compared 
with last year. 

Mr, O'Connor states that excepting 
bacon, ham, smoked meats, mutton 
and lamb, which mow decreases 
there jig substantially more meat, eggs 
butter and cheese in Canada now than 
at the equivalent period of last year. 
Of cheese, Mr. O'Connor finds that 
there was 70 per cent. more in storage 
on January 1, 1918, than on the some} 
date last year. He “cannot justify the 
contention that there is a shortage of 
butter in Canada nor the prevailing 
Price of that article,”

ROUMANIANS IN 
BESSARABIA TO 
PROTECT LAND 


Country Contained Large Sup- 
plies Which the Bolsheviki 
Threatened to Destroy 


London, Jan, 30—The reasons which 
led to the invasion of Bessarabia by 
Roumanian troops, one of the causes 
of the rupture in relations between 
Roumania and Russia, are explained 


by the correspondent og the Times 
with the Roumantan army in a dis- 
patch filed on January 22. He says 


the Bessarabian officials made repea 
ed appeals to the Roumanians to re- 
store order and save private property 
from looters, conditions having been 
greatly disturbed by the Bolsheviki 
regime. Another and more powerful 
consideration was that Bessarabia con- 
talned all manner of supplies belong- 
ing to Roumania, which the Bolsheviki 
threatened to destroy. 

To save these stores and maintain 
communication with Odessa and Kiav 
was, the correspondent says, a matter 
of life or death pyoiae the question 
of Roumania’s absolute isolation trom 
her allies in Western Europe. 

Describing the fight between Russ- 
jans and Roumaniang in Galatz, the 
correspondent says that but for the 
valor of the Roumanians the town 
would have been reduced to a mass of 
ruins, Tho Russians attacked the town 
With great energy on Junuary 21. The 
Roumanians resisted stubbornly but 
the situation became critical, Eventu- 
ally the Roumanians gained victory 
by a counter-attack with bayonets and 
hand grenades, aided by the fire of two 
small gunboats at the mouth of the 
Sereth River. 

An Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Petrograd says the Russian com- 
Missioners have ordered the removal 
of M. Koseovaky, chairman of the 
revolutionary inquiry committee, and 
some of his colleagues on the charge 
of bribery. They have appointed new 
members and ordered a careful Inves- 
tigation. The affair has caused a great 
sensation in Petrograd.
